Girl dies after 
being left in 
sweltering car 


Three years old. Dead 
child was one of four 
children pulled from 
hot vehicles on Tuesday

A three-year-old child rushed 
to hospital Tuesday night 
after being left in a vehicle as 
temperatures soared above 30 
C has died, Edmonton police 
told reporters Wednesday. 

The homicide unit is in¬ 
vestigating the death of the 
girl, who was found in a 
parking lot at the Parkridge 
Estates townhouse complex 
at 29 Street and 116A Avenue 
around 6:40 p.m. on Tuesday. 

Police confirmed the 
child died in hospital around 


8 p.m. Tuesday evening. 

At a press conference on 
Wednesday, police released 
few details about the case, 
noting it’s very early in the 
investigation. 

“It’s a horrible tragedy 
obviously for the family. It’s 
very difficult for the first re¬ 
sponders,” said Acting Staff 
Sgt. Scott Jones with the 
homicide section. 

Jones would not say how 
long the girl was in the car, 
where in the car she was or 
whose care she was under. 

Police were in the process 
of talking to family members 
on Wednesday, the same day 
an autopsy was scheduled for 
the child. 

The townhouse remained 
cornered off with yellow po¬ 
lice tape on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, as a memorial for the 
little girl grew. 


The child’s death hap¬ 
pened just hours after Ed¬ 
monton police did a demon¬ 
stration on Tuesday to show 
how quickly temperatures 
can reach 50 C in a car during 
the extreme heat. 

The girl was not the only 
Edmonton child found in a 
sweltering vehicle on Tues¬ 
day. In a separate incident, an 
Edmonton mom was charged 
after three boys, under the 
age of six, were found in a 
vehicle in a parking lot at 
South Edmonton Common 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Acting Sgt. Bariy Fairhurst 
said it’s unknown how long 
the children, who were OK 
and did not require hospi¬ 
talization, were left in the 
vehicle. 

“A moment of conven¬ 
ience isn’t worth a lifetime of 
regret,” he said.

Ten-thousand kilometres 
away from home, Egyptians 
living in Edmonton are rejoi¬ 
cing. 

On Wednesday, it was 
announced by Egyptian mil¬ 
itary that the army had oust¬ 
ed Egypt’s first democratic¬ 
ally elected president from 
office, bringing joy to many 


local Egyptians. 

“The protests were vio¬ 
lent, but we’ve got what we 
want. I’m overjoyed,” said 
Omar Fayed, an Egyptian 
that moved to Edmonton in 
2009. “Now it’s up to those 
back home to elect a better 
leader.” 

According to Ahmed 
Farag, a member of the Egyp¬ 
tian Student’s Association, 
President Mohammed Morsi 
was unfit to lead. 

“He failed to be a 
president for all Egyptians, 
failed to form a coalition 
government capable to meet 
the daily needs of people,” 
Farag said. “Many times, he 
attacked the law by interven¬ 
ing drastically with stupid 


constitutional declarations.” 

Farag was born in Cairo 
and moved to Edmonton in 
2008 to attend the University 
of Alberta as a grad student. 
His mother and sister are 
still in Egypt. 

“My mother and sister 
live near the Presidential 
Palace Neighbourhood of It- 
tihadiya,” Farag said. “They 


were worried, the tension 
was high the last few days 
over there. My young sister 
participated in the demon¬ 
strations for three consecu¬ 
tive days.” 

When asked how he felt 
about Egypt’s future. Fayed 
said he was “optimistic.”

Seized in flood. 
Police outline 
how to get 
gunsback 

RCMP have outlined the 
process by which flood 
evacuees in High River can 
get their seized firearms 
back. 

Mounties took the guns 
as officers searched homes 
in High River’s flood zone 
to look for victims, pets 
and anything that might 
pose a threat to returning 
residents. 

Some residents were up 
in arms when police seized 
their guns, and the Prime 
Minister’s Office issued a 
directive demanding that 
the weapons be returned as 
soon as possible. 

RCMP say people must 
present a Possession Acqui¬ 
sition Licence to reclaim 
their weapons. 

If they don’t have that 
with them, police say 
they can verify the licence 
through the Canadian 
Police Information Centre 
computer. 

If people never had 
the licence, the guns will 
be securely stored in the 
police detachment until the 
person applies for and gets 
the licence. 

“Many gun owners 
whose weapons were 
secured have expressed ap¬ 
preciation to the RCMP for 
its assistance is protecting 
their possessions, some of 
which were worth tens of 
thousands of dollars,” the 
force said in a news release. 

“Many others have 
voluntarily chosen to leave 
their weapons in safe stor¬ 
age at the RCMP where they 
know they do not have to 
worry about them while 
they deal with the more 
pressing issues of returning 
their homes to a livable

A man charged with holding 
three women captive in his 
Cleveland home for about a 
decade and raping them is 
competent to stand trial, a 
judge ruled Wednesday. 

Judge Michael Russo said 
the results of an examina¬ 
tion of Ariel Castro last week 


showed that he is mentally 
able to understand the char¬ 
ges and assist attorneys in 
his defence. 

Also Wednesday, prosecu¬ 
tor Saleh Awadallah said a 
meeting is planned July 11 
to discuss the possibility of 
seeking the death penalty 
for Castro, 52, who faces 
aggravated murder charges 
stemming from allegations 
that he caused the deliberate 
termination of one of the 
women’s pregnancies.

Ex-bandmate recalls 
accused bomb plotter 


Fotir years ago, the man RCMP 
say planned a Canada Day ter¬ 
ror attack at the British Colum¬ 
bia legislature was too drunk 
and violent to be kept on as the 
guitarist in a heavy-metal band, 
according to a fellow musician. 

But some time between 
March 2009 — after his failed 
tiyout for The Lust Boys in Vic¬ 
toria — and this March, when 
an indictment says the bomb¬ 
ing conspiracy began, John 
Nuttall allegedly became a 
home-grown terrorist inspired 
by al-C^aida to kill fellow Can¬ 
adians. 

“It’s crazy stuff,” said Cohn 
Stuart, a.k.a. Tommy Thrust, 
who met Nuttall through a 
musician forum, “ft doesn’t 
really make any sense to me 
really, because back when he 
was in the band ... he never 
made any reference to religion 
at all. He was more into pol¬ 
itics.” 



NuttaU did a month tiyout 
for the band but they parted 
ways at the end of March 2009. 

“It didn’t work out, be¬ 
cause basically Mr. Nuttall was 
extremely difficult to work 
with and he would always be 
at rehearsal completely either 
drunk or messed up on some 
kind of substance,” Stuart said 
Wednesday. 

NuttaU, 38, and his partner, 
Amanda Korody, were arrested 
on Monday and charged with 
three counts each in relation 
to an aUeged plot to detonate 
bombs at the B.C. legislature 
in Victoria on Canada Day, as 
thousands celebrated the na¬ 
tional hoUday. the Canadian press

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Egyptians jubilant after 
army gives Morsi the boot 


Overthrow. Chief 
justice of Supreme 
Constitutional Court 
will step in as interim 
president, military says 


The armed forces ousted 
Egypt’s first democratically 
elected president on Wednes¬ 
day after just a year in power, 
installing a temporaiy civil¬ 
ian government, suspending 
the constitution and calhng 
for new elections. Islamist 
President Mohammed Morsi 
denounced it as a “full coup” 
by the mihtaiy. 

After the televised an¬ 
nouncement by the army 
chief, milhons of anti-Morsi 
protesters in cities around the 
country erupted in delirious 
scenes of joy, with shouts of 


“God is great” and “Long hve 
Egypt.” 

Fireworks burst over dan¬ 
cing crowds and waving flags 
in Cairo’s Tahrir Square, epi¬ 
centre of the 2011 uprising 
that ousted autocrat Hosni Mu¬ 
barak. It was one of multiple 
centres of a stunning four-day 
anti-Morsi revolt that brought 
out the biggest anti-govern¬ 
ment ralhes Egypt has seen. 

But the move potentially 
throws the country into fur¬ 
ther confrontation. 

Some of Morsi’s Islamist 
backers, tens of thousands of 
whom took to the streets in re¬ 
cent days, have vowed to fight 
to the end. 

Gehad el-Haddad, a spokes¬ 
man for the Islamist Mushm 
Brotherhood party, said Morsi 
was under house arrest at a 
Presidential Guard facihty 
where he had been residing.

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Ruling. Mandela’s 
grandson ordered to 
retnm relatives’ bodies 


In a macabre family feud fought 
as Nelson Mandela remained in 
critical condition, a South Afri¬ 
can court ruled Wednesday that 
the former president’s grand¬ 
son must return the bodies of 
the 94-year-old’s three deceased 
children to their original burial 
site. 

Mandela is in “perilous” 
condition and on life support, 
according to an affidavit filed 
Friday and made public in the 
ruling Wednesday, according to 
a South African newspaper. 

The judge’s order means 
that grandson Mandla Mandela 
must reverse the action he took 
in 2011, when he moved the 


bodies from Mandela’s home¬ 
town in Qnmi to his birthplace 
of Mvezo, about 25 kilometres 
away. Mandla Mandela has 
authority in Mvezo as a tribal 
chief and has plans to create a 
Mandela shrine, hotel and soc¬ 
cer stadium there. 

Mandela said he wanted 
to be buried in Qunn and at¬ 
tended the burial of his son at 
the family plot there in 2005. 

Family divisions became 
pubhc this week when 15 Man¬ 
dela members, including wife 
Graca Machel, pressed a court 
case to order Mandla Mandela 
to return the bodies to Qunu.

Bolivia’s president left Eur¬ 
ope for home on Wednesday 
in a diplomatic drama after 
his flight was rerouted and 
delayed overnight in Austria, 
allegedly because of suspi¬ 
cions he was tiying to spirit 
NS A leaker Edward Snowden 
to Latin America. 

Bolivia accused the United 
States of ordering European 
countries to block President 
Evo Morales’ flight from their 
airspace, and accused Euro¬ 
pean governments of “aggres¬ 
sion” by thwarting the flight. 

It’s unclear whether Euro¬ 
pean countries did block the 
plane. French, Spanish and 
Portuguese officials all said 
Wednesday the plane was al¬ 
lowed to cross their territoiy. 

The emergency stop 
in Austria may have been 
caused by a dispute over 
where the plane could re¬ 
fuel and whether European 
authorities could inspect it 
for signs of Snowden. Pre¬ 
venting the passage of a high- 
ranking government official’s 
jet and even searching it is 
legal under international law 
but unprecedented in recent 


memory, aviation experts 
said. 

Snowden himself remains 
out of public view, believed to 
be stuck in a Moscow airport 
transit area. Morales said he 
never saw Snowden and that 
Bolivia has not received a for¬ 
mal request for asylum for 
him. The country would con¬ 
sider a request if it receives 
one. Morales said. 

Snowden has applied for 
asylum in Venezuela, Bolivia 
and 18 other countries, ac¬ 
cording to WikiLeaks. Many 
European countries on the 
list — including Austria, 
Finland, Ireland, the Neth¬ 
erlands, Norway, Spain and 
Switzerland — said he would 
have to make his request on 
their soil.

Florida teen looks at DNA on gun

The DNA of a U.S. teenage 
shooting victim was not 
found on the grip of the gun 
of the man accused of kill¬ 
ing him, and the accused’s 
DNA wasn’t found under the 
teen’s fingernails, a law en¬ 
forcement expert said Wed¬ 
nesday in Sanford, Fla. Pros¬ 
ecutors hope the testimony 
will disprove the shooter’s 
claim that he did it in self- 
defence. 

The murder trial of George 
Zimmerman has drawn 
America’s attention to issues 
of race — 17-year-old victim 
Trayvon Martin was black — 
and self-defence gun laws. 

Zimmerman has pleaded 


not guilty and says he shot 
the teen in the chest to 
protect himself as Martin 
reached for his gun during a 
nighttime fight in his Florida 
gated community. 

Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement DNA expert An¬ 
thony Gorgone’s testimony 
came on the same day that 
prosecutors presented evi¬ 
dence about Zimmerman’s 
work in a college criminal 
justice course, which they 
say shows the neighbour¬ 
hood watch volunteer knew 
about Florida’s self-defence 
law and had aspirations of 
becoming a police officer. 

Zimmerman had main¬ 
tained in an interview with 
Fox News last year that he 
did not know about the law, 
which says a person can in¬ 
voke self-defence in killing 
someone if it is necessary to 
prevent death or great bodily 
harm.

Quebec. Landmark 
settlement reached in 
church sex-abuse scandal 


A judge has signed off on a 
landmark agreement to com¬ 
pensate victims of sex abuse 
that occurred for decades 
within a Roman Gatholic or¬ 
ganization. 

The $ 18-million settle¬ 
ment — the largest in Que¬ 
bec and one lawyers say 
could even be the largest ever 
in Ganada — was officially 
enacted as Quebec Superior 
Gourt Justice Glaude Auclair 
signed the agreement today. 

Victims will be paid by 
July 24 and will be awarded 
an indemnity ranging from 
$10,000 and $250,000, de¬ 
pending on the level of abuse 
they endured. 

But there has been anger 
from victims as many of the 
223 claimants have been 
forced to make their case 
before adjudicators and de¬ 


scribe the abuse they faced. 

The Gongregation of Holy 
Gross has issued a release 
expressing condolences for 
nearly five decades of abuse. 

Jean-Pierre Aumont, the 
Ganadian provincial su¬ 
perior of the congregation, 
apologized for the suffering 
caused by teachers and staff 
and said it should have never 
happened. 

The class-action lawsuit 
was formally launched in 
2008 and a settlement was 
reached in October 2011.

I could have been an accountant, but decided the best job for 
somebody who didn’t want to talk to anybody was the media. 

When you find a job you like, cling to it. One day duringmy 
first year in journalism, a stranger started yelling at me for the 
unforgivable sin of being a reporter. He made airplane parts and 
said, “You know, if we made as many mistakes as you people, a 
lot of people would die!” 

After lamenting the loss of so many hypothetical people, I 
realized he hated me without even knowing me. It was then I 
knew I loved journalism. 

So, as you can see, with the right attitude you too can work in 
miserable jobs for a decade or more so that you can end up in a 
job where people think that you’re pond scum. 

I trust my story has inspired you, perhaps to tears. If not, have 
a beer to forget. 

When I read about the working struggles of today’s youth, it 
just makes me ill. I think I’ll call in sick.

Konner says Abbott’s 
abmpt exit meant the cre¬ 


ative team had to double 
their efforts for the next sea¬ 
son, which was already in 
development. “We really had 
to think on our feet,” she said 
in a telephone interview this 
week during a break from 
shooting. “We were surprised 
and we had gone down on a 
road creatively with him that 
we thought we were going to 


stay on, and we didn’t. But 
like many things like that. 
I’m sort of happier with what 
we wound up doing than 
what we were planning to do 
when we had him. ... Some¬ 
times those critical moments 
make you have a fresher per¬ 
spective. 

“It was a bit of a headache 
but 1 have to say, when 1 look 


back 1 think: ‘Oh, we’re so 
lucky that headache hap¬ 
pened,”’ added Konner, who 
is also an executive producer 
and writer on the series about 
four young women navigat¬ 


ing post-collegiate life in New 
York City. 

Konner wouldn’t get into 
why Abbott left but said “hon¬ 
estly, there are no hard feel¬ 
ings.” 


“He’s a really talented 
actor.

Horror slasher flicks 
make Elijah Wood a

Interview. Former Lord 
of the Rings star is now

To hear Elijah Wood talk 
about the 1978 slasher film 
Halloween, he sounds, well, 
giddy. 

“I’ve seen it so many 
times,” he said in a recent 
interview. “The feeling that 
1 get from the movie? It’s 
almost like the feeling one 
would get from watching a 
Christmas movie. It made me 
feel happy! Like, 1 don’t know 
if it’s a sense of nostalgia 1 at¬ 
tach to the film? Maybe I’ve 
seen it so many times it feels 
like, you know, an old famil¬ 
iar record or something. But 1 


put it on and 1 feel joy watch¬ 
ing that film.” 

Such is the reaction of a 
true lover of the horror genre. 

“1 love Michael Myers. He 
didn’t have a long shelf life 
because 1 didn’t love all the 
iterations of that character. 
He’s a great rendering of the 
boogeyman.” 

The 32-year-old actor, 
known for The Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, his EX Canada 
TV series Wilfred and, in the 
music world, as a popular DJ, 
has an encyclopedic know¬ 
ledge of scary movies, with a 
starring role in the new film 
Maniac and his own fledgling 
horror production company. 

Wood plays a serial killer 
in Maniac, a film told entirely 
from his point of view — you 
see Wood only in his reflec¬ 
tions or in his hands as they 
cross in front of the camera. 

In a recent interview. 
Wood said he found the ex¬

Carrie Underwood finds 
her voice on Twitter 

Two million followers. 

Star getting political 
supporting causes 
and occasionally 
blocking negativity 


The items arrive by the thou¬ 
sands, home on furniture dol- 
hes, in Radio Flyer wagons or 
nestled carefully in owners’ 
arms. The hodge-podge parade 
consists of paintings, teapots, 
firearms, mannequins decked 
out in militaiy uniforms and 
more. Much more. 

Grade-schoolers have show- 
and-teU for their treasures. 
The adult counterpart is PBS’ 
Antiques Roadshow, which has 
become an institution as it ap¬ 
proaches its 18th season and 
holds fast as pubhc television’s 
highest-rated series. 

That’s right: It’s number 
one. Not glamorous, romantic 
Downton Abbey, but home- 
spun and earnest Antiques 
Roadshow, where Civil War 
firearms. Tiffany lamps and 
autographed baseball cards 
are the stars. Even Kevin Bacon 
watches it, which he admits in 
an on-air PBS promo. 

As the show hopscotches 
from U.S. city to city, each stop 
draws some 6,000 people and 
the one or two possessions they 
beheve are — or, wishful think¬ 
ing, might be — worth a few 
minutes of TV airtime and a lot 
of money. 

But what they’re most eager 
for is background on their 
items and validation that their 


family heirloom or garage-sale 
find is special, said longtime 
executive producer Marsha 
Bemko. It’s rare that any piece 
featured on Roadshow, no mat¬ 
ter how valuable, ends up being 
sold. 

“People are so excited about 
what they own and so eager to 
learn about it,” she said. “Most 
walk out knowing more than 
when they came in.” 

And the audience gets to 
share in that enlightenment. 
“It’s a veiy human and univer¬ 
sal thing to understand our¬ 
selves and our objects help us 
to do that,” Bemko said. 

Maybe that black-and-white 
drawing discovered hiding 
behind granddad’s painting 
wiU turn out to be a rare 16th- 
centi^ centuiy print of The 
Crucifndon by Tintoretto. (It 
did, with an estimated post-res¬ 
toration value of up to $15,000). 

“I’ve always debated with 
mom whether it was real,” said 
its owner, 36-year-old Jason 
(PBS asked that last names be 
withheld for privacy and secur¬ 
ity). He figured it had to be a 
fake because a date, 1569, was 
carefully noted in one comer. 

What did he expect to hear 
when he teUs his mother the 
news? “1 told you so,” he said, 
smiling, the associated press 


Carrie Underwood admitted 
three and a half years ago she 
was afraid to join Twitter, but 
since deciding to take the leap 
in 2011, the countiy music 
star and former American 
Idol champion has embraced 
the social media tool in ways 
that go beyond fan engage¬ 
ment. 

Recently she used Twitter 
to oppose the “Ag Gag” bill in 
Tennessee, reaching out dir¬ 
ectly to Gov. Bill Haslam with 
a boldly worded message say¬ 
ing if he signed it “he needs to 
expect me at his front door.” 

It was the first time she’s 
taken a political stand so pub¬ 
licly, and it seemed to have 
an impact. Haslam contacted 
Underwood to discuss the 
issue and went on to veto the 
bill that opponents claimed 
would have stopped investi¬ 
gation into animal abuse on 
farms. 

“He really just wanted to 
hear eveiybody’s point of 
view, which I really respect¬ 
ed,” Underwood said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “So it’s kind of 
neat that (tweet) led to that, 
which was really cool.” 

Dave Smith, spokesman 
for Tennessee’s Republican 
governor, said Haslam spoke 
to people on both sides and 
that Underwood’s was the 
only celebrity counsel he 
sought. 

Underwood also recently 
declared “Hug a soldier day,” 
and puts her support behind 


movements like the “End It” 
anti-slavery campaign and 
animal rights causes. She has 
two million followers on Twit¬ 
ter. 

“Anyone that knows me 
knows that I’m a thinker and 
I’m a planner and I would 
never weigh in on anything 
unless I know the full story on 
it,” Underwood said. “So I do 


my research. I don’t think I’m 
a bandwagon kind of person. 
People are always re-tweeting 
sort of weird stuff. I do my 
own research. I’m not a polit¬ 
ical person at all. I doubt any¬ 
one can tell you what party I 
mostly affiliate myself with. 
But that was just something 
that was in my backyard.” 

As you might expect, there 


was pushback. Rather than 
shrink from it, she responded 
with some grit. 

“I realize it’s not necessar¬ 
ily so scaiy,” she said. “Most of 
the comments I get back on 
anything are positive. There’s 
the occasional negative one, 
but I enjoy blocking that per¬ 
son.”

“Hi-Ho, Silver Away!” 

The Lone Ranger’s call to 
action was first heard 80 years 
ago on a radio broadcast. 
Since then the catchphrase 
has been heard in movies, 
on television, a Lenny Bruce 
comedy routine and even in a 
couple of Frank Zappa songs. 

This week the familiar 
phrase is being heard again 


with The Lone Ranger, the big 
budget reboot of the story of 
John Reid (Armie Hammer), a 
lawman who, with his native 
American warrior companion 
Tonto (Johnny Depp), fights 
injustice, greed and corrup¬ 
tion in the American Old 
West. 

The role of the masked 
man comes with responsibil¬ 
ity, at least according to the 
character’s creators. First rule 
of their creed? 

The Lone Ranger is never 
seen without his mask or a 
disguise. 

It was a rule that the most 
famous Lone Ranger, Clayton 
Moore, took very seriously 
and it landed him in court. 

Clayton played the char¬ 
acter on a highly rated show 
from 1949 to 1951 and again 
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from 1954 to 1957. The role 
made him a superstar, and 
introduced Ranger lore like 
the William Tell Overture 
theme music, his trademark 
silver bullets and the phrase, 
“Who was that masked man 
anyway?” to pop culture his¬ 
tory. 

Two decades after the 
show went off the air Moore 
continued to make public 
appearances, always in the 


mask, until producer Jack 
Wrather legally prohibited 
the actor from performing as 
the Lone Ranger. 

He was planning a new 
movie and didn’t want Moore 
associated with the mask or 
the character. 

Moore reluctantly took 
off the mask, but replaced it 
with a pair of Foster Grant 
wraparound sunglasses and 
continued to make appear¬ 


ances as his counter suit 
against Wrather worked itself 
through the courts. 

Wrather’s movie. The 
Legend of the Lone Ranger, 
starring Klinton Spilsbuiy 
— who never made another 
movie — came out in 1981 
and bombed at the box office. 
In court Moore prevailed, 
winning the right to appear 
as the Lone Ranger in public. 

He was so identified with 


the Lone Ranger that he was 
the first person on the Holly¬ 
wood Walk of Fame to earn 
a star with his character’s 
name next to his own. 

It wasn’t just the public 
who saw him as the Lone Ran¬ 
ger, however. He often said he 
had “fallen in love with the 
Lone Ranger character” and 
in eveiyday life tried to stay 
true to the code of honour in 
the Lone Ranger creed.

“It just takes some time, 
little girl,” Jim Adkins cajoled 
on the chorus of the group’s 
career-making 2001 hit. The 


Middle, and it’s a telling state¬ 
ment. 

After all, the band’s latest 
album. Damage, is the eighth 
in an impressive career that 
has stretched across two dec¬ 
ades. The band has become 
an elder statesman in the 
loosely defined emo genre 
that it had a hand in mould¬ 
ing — and all almost out of 
complete serendipity. 

Adkins grew up with 
drummer Zach Lind; Lind’s 
mother was Adkins’s pre¬ 
school teacher; the band’s 
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name originated from a child¬ 
hood tiff between the broth¬ 
ers of guitarist Tom Linton. It 
all feels, in a way, modest — a 
couple of Arizona boys just 
making music and happening 
to strike gold along the way. 

“It’s pure coincidence 
that we ended up here, now,” 
says Adkins. “As time goes on 
it’s easier and more difficult 
at the same time — maybe 
more difficult because it’s 
easier. We have a pretty good 
idea of, when we have a good 
idea, what we want to hear, 
so there’s not a lot of explora¬ 
tion for just (messing) around 
sake. There’s a purpose — we

The earnestness and 
moody thoughtfulness that 
has marked jimmy Eat 
World’s music both persist on 
Damage, but the songwriting 
has evolved. Writing songs 
about heartbreak in your 
middle years, after all, will be 
much different than if you’re 
in your teens. 


Adkins, now 37, speaks 
haltingly, chewing over his 
words carefully. He admits 
that he’ll occasionally feel 
his age, but that the benefit 
of working together for so 
long is a comfort level in the 
band’s reasserted identity. 

“We’re who we are,” he 
says. “Some things have be¬ 
come more solidified, some 
things have been thrown 
out the window. I don’t 
know if that’s from the band 
changing, or if it’s just what 
happens when you get older. 
The material on Damage, it’s 
not dissimilar to how I ap¬ 
proached writing lyrics to 


an album like Clarity — it’s 
just that all the reactions, 
thoughts, feelings, observa¬ 
tions, it’s all from a perspec¬ 
tive of having the experience 
I have now.” 

And they’ve come a long 
way, from Clarity, that 1999 
album — which featured 
significant experimentation 
because, as Adkins says, “we 
had no idea whether we’d get 
another opportunity to work 
in a big studio again” — to 
2001’s breakout Bleed Amer¬ 
ican, which went platinum 
and produced the earworm 
The Middle.

Derek Vincent Smith, the 
internationally renowned 
Dj who performs under the 
name Pretty Lights, has a 
simple request; Don’t call 
what he does electronic 
dance music.

The album, self-released 
this week for free like all his 
musical offerings, is the re¬ 
sult of a two and a half-year 
recording odyssey he con¬ 
ducted while becoming one 
of the world’s most sought- 
after headlining Djs. 

After setting himself the 
challenge of releasing three 
hour-long albums in a year 
in 2010, he was looking for a 
very different challenge. 

So instead of sampling 
the work of others — one 
of his records might use up 
to 20 samples — he wrote 
and produced a series of live 
music vignettes at Brook¬ 
lyn’s Studio G, New Orleans’ 
Piety Street Recordings and 
his own studio. 
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Over a year he coached 
local musicians in these dif¬ 
ferent locales through a ser¬ 
ies of musical experiments 
meant to reflect a style or an 
era — without the benefit of 
sheet music. 

He might offer a series 
of chord progressions for 
a guitarist or horn player 
to follow or beat box out a 
rhythm for a drummer. 

He would give singers 
lyrics typed out on a page 
with no annotation and 


walk them through differ¬ 
ent vocal approaches, some¬ 
times describing emotions 
or scenarios into the sing¬ 
ers’ headsets even as they 
laid down tracks. 

The 32-year-oId Dj then 
took that tape and pressed it 
onto vinyl and brought that 
crate full of original blues, 
soul, hip-hop and electron- 
ica home to Denver, where 
he created A Color Map of 
the Sun.

I have no idea who came 
up with this idea but I 
recently read an article 
on housekeeping that 


suggested “rubbing each 
piano key carefully with 
a damp cotton swab and a 
dollop of toothpaste. Wipe, 
dry and buff with a clean 
cloth.” 

Well I must admit I 
thought this was the silli¬ 
est thing I had ever heard 
of. Toothpaste is abrasive 
and can damage the piano 
keys. 

So to investigate I 
called Alex Hahn, whose 
stepmother coincidentally 
was my Grade 7 English 
teacher, to help me with 
this myth. 


Alex agreed with me 
that toothpaste sounded 
too abrasive and did not 
recommend such a tech¬ 
nique. 

So here is where the 
real lesson for me began. 
Alex asked me “what kind 
of dirt are we taking about, 
surface dirt or yellowing of 
the piano keys?” 

Well what a fantastic 
question, neither of which 
I had even thought of. 

So if we are only talking 
about regular surface dirt 
from playing the piano, 
then either a solution of 


50/50 of vinegar and water 
or warm water with a drop 
of PH neutral dish soap 
with a cotton cloth is all 
you need. 

If the keys are yellowing 
than Alex suggested direct 
sunlight as one method 
that can work. 

If the piano is being re¬ 
stored, a professional can 
very lightly sand and buff 
the keys back to a beauti¬ 
ful sheen. 

So there you go, tooth¬ 
paste for your teeth and 
vinegar and water for your 
piano!

Search of secret 
apartmentturns 
up more evidence 

A police search of a secret 
“flop house” rented by 
former Patriots tight end 
Aaron Hernandez turned 
up boxes of ammunition 
and clothing police believe 
could be evidence in the 
murder case against him, 
according to court docu¬ 
ments. 

Police say they learned 
about the apartment from 
Garlos Ortiz, a friend 
of Hernandez’s whom 
prosecutors say was with 
the ex-player the night 
he allegedly arranged the 
shooting of Odin Lloyd. 

They then searched the 
$l,200-a-month apartment 
in Franklin on June 26, 
according to search war¬ 
rant records at Wrentham 
District Gourt. Among 
the findings were a white 
hooded sweatshirt. 

Surveillance video 
showed Hernandez wear¬ 
ing a similar sweatshirt the 
night Lloyd was killed on 
June 17, the records say.
